Lovejoy assisting Mr. White, and the 
school of Mr. Pfohe, are, we believe, the 
only white male schools in_ the city. 
The former is held in the old Raleigh 
Academy, and it could be rebuilt and 
enlarged tor the purpose which we have 
indicated, with the present gentlemen 
at its head, securing te it character and 
stability atonce. There is no tutor 
better known in North Carolina or the 
South than Mr. L., and in saying this, 
we do it withvut his knowledge or ap- 
proval.

If there be 
conflicting interests, let them be recon- 
ciled; but in the name of virtue and in- 
dustry, we say, let us have an High 
Male School which will be an honor to 
the State of North Carolina.

NOON DISPATCHES. 


Telegram trom U. S. Marshal Pack- 

WasHIneaTon, May 9.—-The Attorney 

General has received the following dis- 
patch from Marshal Packard : 


“ New ORLEANS, May 9. 


To Hon. Geo. H. Williams, Attorney 
General, Washington : - : 


I received warrants for the arrest of 
DeBlanche and ten other leaders of the 
insurrectionary organization at St. 
Martins. The accused being in arms 
and with strong force, I deemed it best 
to at once execute the process to prevent 
the further effusion of blood, and tbere- 
fore made a requisition upon Gen. 
Emory for a military posse of 
torty men and two officers, which were 
promptly furnished. The Chief Depu- 
ty Marshal DeKline left with the posse, 
arriving at Brashear City yesterday coon 
by rail. The regular line of boats of 
Price Hines & Tupper, carrying the 
United States mails to St. Martins were 
withdrawn before the arrival of Deputy 
Marshal DeKline and _ laid up 
at Franklin, and _ the _ proprietor 
refused the use of the boats. There is 
no other water transportation available 
there, but may be supplied ina short 
time through General Emory. 

General Badger commanding the 
State militig has been at St. Martins 
5 days whither he went to instal the local 
officers. This Parish was returned as 
Republican, by both the Lynch and 
Wharton boards. Skirmishing has been 
going on, and some wounded on both 
sides. The latest news is that Badger 
is holding the town and protecting the 
Court in session. He does not intend 
to go out to attack De Blanche’s forces 
encamped 2 miles out, 2 hundred strong, 
and they in turn, it is believed, are not 
strong enongh to safely attack Badger 
in town. Tke arrival of the Deputy 
Marshal with his posse will end the con- 
test.

Kellogg concludes a dispatch to 
Sherman thus, “I try to act with dis- 
cretion in this most delicate position, 
and my anxiety to in nowise unneces- 
sarily involve the administration, 
causes some of our people to think me 
too moderate.” 

Marshal Packard in a dispatch to 
the Attorney General alluding to the 
bogus dispatch says: “The dispatch 
creates great alarm and consternation, 
but itis believed to be a bogus dis- 
patch. Please inform me if any such 
dispatch has been sent.” 

Attorney General Williams concludes 
a telegram to Kellogg thus, ‘‘so far as I 
know, you have the hearty sympathy of 
the administration in your efforts to 
suppress lawlessness and violence,” 

General Badger telegraphs that so far, 
his Metropolitans have DeBlanche. 
DeBlanche, he says, lost heavily. 

United States troops remain at 
Brashear City. No boats touch. The 
mail reaches Brashear overland.

Interviewing Brigham Young. 

SaLtT Lake City, May 8th.—A cor 
respondent of the Omaha Jerald, yes- 
terday interviewed Brigham Young 
and obtained his views otf the Indian 
question. Young said that in 1847, 
he settled in this country with 140 
souls, and for thousands of miles 
around them the land was infested 
with hostile Indians. He gained their 
friendship by acting honorably with 
them and never stooping to deception. 
When he made promises he kept them. 
The hostility of the Indians was aug- 
mented by robberies committed by 
unscrupulous agents of the Govern- 
ment. That they had lost all faith in 
honor and integricy of Government of- 
ficials, that the Modocs did to the com- 
missioners, just what they thought was 
being endeavored to be done with 
them, and that peace should _ be 
made at any cost, or the entire West 
would be embroiled in a general Indian 
war. 

When the correspondent asked Mr. 
Young whether he endorsed President 
Grant’s Indian policy, he replied: .“I 
endorse the policy so far as it corrects 
abuses, and tends to lasting peace and 
to civilization of Indians.” He also said 
that the Indian war would destroy com- 
merce, capital and immigration between 
Missouri and the Pacific Coast, and re- 
tard the settlement of the country for 
twenty years, which would, in itself, be 
a great calamity.

LAW. 
The Tarboro Southerner falls into an 
error in regard to the exemptions of a 
bankrupt. It publishes the following 
as the property to be set aside by the 
assignee in bankruptcy for the pcti- 
tioner’s benefit : 

‘Two-thomsand dollars worth of real 
eatate at. gold value, one thousand dol- 
lars worth ofpersonal property at same 
value, and ‘five hundred dollars worth 
of household and kitchen furniture. 

That 1s not the North Carolina ex- 
emption, but is the Homestead law of 
Georgia. Our Homestead exemption 
is one thousand dollars of real estate, 
and five hundred dollars of personal 
property, but gold value is not speci- 
fied asin Georgia. The bankrupt is 
allowed these exemptiens and five hun 
dred dollars worth of personal property 
besides, under the late Bankrupt Act of 
Congress. 

But here a nice question arises. The 
Supreme Court of the United States in 


the case of Gunn vs. Barry, the Home-. 


stead case from Georgia, decided ‘that 
Congresscould not by any authoriza- 
tion or sanction, give validity to an un- 
constitutional provision in any State 
Constitution. The Supreme Court also 
decided that retrospective Homestead 
laws are unconstitutional. | 
How then can a bankrupt have legal- 
Jy exempted'to him, against debts con- 
tracted prior to July 3rd, 1868, the day 
the present State Government went into 
effect, the property specificd in article 
tenth of our State Constitution ? 
‘The Bankrupt Act allows to the bank- 
‘Tupts of each State the Homestead ex- 
 emptions in their respective States. But 
the Homestead exemptions in North 
Carolina are only valid according to 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
for. the. debts contracted since to the 
adoption of the present Constitution. 


For pre-existing debts there are no ex- 


-emptions, and if clause tenth of our 
State Constitution intended by the 
language “any debt” to include old 
debts, such a provision is nugatory and 
void. As Congress can give no effect 
-. to a law that is nugatory and void, as 
- being in conflict with the Constitution 
- of ‘the United States, can the exemp- 
tions of our State Constitution beclaim- 
ed in the Bankrupt Court against credi- 
tors whose claims were due before the 
adoption of the present Constitution? — 

(We. know that Congress has a right 


to passa uniform bunkrupt law ; but it 


is clear that in allowing the different 
Homestead exemptions in the several 
States, anything. but uniformity ob- 
tains in the values set aside for the 
bankrupt’s benefit by the assignee. But 
even admitting that Congress has the 
right to pass an act allowing to bank 
rupts the different Homestead exemp- 
tions in their respective States, the dif- 
ficulty is not settled in the case of North 
Carolina, to which we have above refer- 
red, to wit, the illegality of our Honte- 
stead exemption as applied to old 
- debts. Bow can Congress make an un- 
constitutional law valid? The Supreme 
Court says expressly that Congress has 
no such power. 

It may be contended that while a 
State cannot pass retrospective Home- 
stead laws, that Congress can, by virtue 
of the power given to it “by the Consti- 

tution to pass a general bankrupt law. 
That may be so; but even then the late 
Act of Congress does not, in our opin- 
ion, clearly entitle the bankrupt.to the 
benefit of our Homestead law, except 
_ for debts contracted since the Constitu- 
tion went into effect. 
_. Judge Pearson says the lunguage “any 
debt” in our Constitution refers to uny 
debt thereafter contracted, and not to 
those previously existing before the law 
- ‘went into operation; and it is probable 
that his dissenting opinion filed in the 
case of Hill vs. Kessler, which was sus- 
tained by the United States Supreme 
Court in several points, will be also 
sustained by the same tribunal in the 
construction of the dubieus language of 
our Constitution, as to the time of con- 
_. ‘tracting the debts. | 

In that event, the decision will be ad- 
verse to the bankrupts’ claiming any 
greater privileges under our Homestead 
laws than those allowed other debtors— 
namely, one thousand dollars worth of 
real property and five hundred worth of 
personal] property. 

We have nut investigated this ques- 
tion closely, but many doubts have 
arisen in our mind on the subject, and 
as nice and impcrtant points of law are 

Snvolved, we desire to call attention to 
the confused state of affairs which exists 
in this State in the ma‘ter of the Home- 
-gtead exemptions.

No protest is entered against the de- 
moralization of society when murders 
and other outrages are committed at 
the North, but a howl of virtuous in- 
dignation is raised when similar crimes 
are perpetrated in the South. 

The Zarboro Southerner thinks there 


the Press of the State, which takes 
place at Goldsboro, on the 14th inst., 
will be !argely attended. It says: 


“If we understand it aright the call 
for this Convention is not confined to 
the Democratic-Conservative Press, not- 
withstanding the idea originated in a 
meeting of Democratic Editors at the 
Greensboro Convention last year, and 
only Democratic Editors were appoint- 
ed to issue the call whenever they deem- 
ed it expedient.

In one sense it is strictly a gathering 
of the fraternity for business purposes, 
looking to the welfare of the profession 
in every portion of the State, and is en- 
tirely devoid of any pclitical purposes 
—being interspersed with social fea- 
tures that cannot fail to render the re- 
union most agreeable. 

We learn from the Goldsboro Messen- 
ger that it is proposed to give a grand 
ball and supper at the Humphey House, 
on the night of the 14th, to be followed 
by an excursion to Beaufort on the en- 
suing day. 

Thus everything promises to be of the 
most pleasant character, and we _ trust 
our brother quill drivers will turn out 
ia full force.”

BLASTING BY 
Aberdeen Free Press says thatan ex- 

periment was made with electricity as 

a means of firing blasting charges in 

Mr. Fyfe’s quarries at Kemnay. A 

huge breast of rock, calculated to weigh 

about 2,000 tons, was bored in eleven 

places, charged and fired almost simul- 

taneously by a current of electricity 
from a battery which was under the care 
of Mr David Wright, electrician, Aber- 
deen. The huge mass was started with 
little noise from the report, but with a 
rumbling sound like that of distant 

thunder. A second blasting was fired 
the next day, and though the ground 
was covered with snow, and a heavy 
snow-sterm was falling, wires extend- 
ing 1,500 feet in length being laid, and 

a current of electricity puton, in an 
instant a tremendous explosion was 
heard, which shook the ground like an 
earthquake. Great masses of granite 
were upheaved in the air, and about 
5,000 tons were displaced. Itis the lar- 
gest blast which has ever been witnessed 
in these quarries, effected by means of 
electricity applied by a new apparatus 
most ingeniously constructed.

Britannia’s latest born water-baby, 
the turret vessel Devastation, recently 
took her first public airing in the Eng- 
lish channel, greatly to the delight of 
the Lords ot the Admiralty, who do not 
hesitate to pronounce her the strongest 
man-of-war in the world.

Curtin, and has resided in St. Peters- 
burg but a few months. [no the troubles 
preceding the war he admitted the right 
of the State to secede, but was opposed 
to secession at first as a matter of policy, 
Subsequently he favored a Confederacy 
of the Southern States, and voted for 
the secession of South Carolina in 1860. 
After the war, Mr. Orr favored acquiesc- 
ence in the general policy of the govern- 
ment towards the South.

The Darien Exploring Expedition. 
 Aletter written on the board the 
steamship Risiog Star, and dated April 
26, says: 
The members of the United States 
Darien Exploring Expedition are pow 
upon their return to the United States, 
their labors of the past season having 
been crowned with the most complete 
success. By the new line via the Napi- 
i and Dognado rivers the entire length 
_of the canal has been reduced to twen- 
ty-eight miles, and length of the tunnel 
to about three miles, and the estimated 
‘cost of the work ‘to less than seventy 
milhons of dollars. | 

The following brief statement wiil 

enable all te judge of the importance of 
the results accompiished this season : 
The line surveyed by the expedition of 
_1871, widely known as the “Napipi 
‘ Route,” requiring a cutting of but 
thirty miles, with a tunnel of five miles, 
attracted the greatest attention, and was 
most favorably regarded by engiueers 
-and commercial men interested directly 
in the ship canal question. The esti- 
mated cost of a canal twenty-five feet 
deep, by this route, was about eighty- 
“five millions of dollars, and the most 
enthusiastic advocates of other routes 
were obliged to admit that inthe Na- 
pipi route they had a most dangerous 
rival. But Captain Seliridge was not 
satisfied even with this great success, 
The exploration of the Nappi had been 
made under most unfavorable circum- 
stances, and the advent of the rainy sea- 
son, combined with other causes, had 
prevented a thorough examination of 
the surrounding country. Sufficicnt in- 
formation was, however, obtained to in- 
dicate the possibility of improving the 
route by following up the valley of some 
one of the tributaries of the Nappi com- 
ing in trom the southward, and to test 
this question the present expedition of 
1873 was organized. 

As already indicated, the results 
obtained have been of the most satisfac- 
tory nature. By leaving the Napipi at 

_its principal-tributary, the Doguado, 
and following up the valley of that 
stream, the entire length of the canal 

has been reduced from thirty to twenty- 
eight miles, the lesgth of the tunnel 
trom five to three miles, and the deep 
cutting 10 a Corresponding proportion. 
In this way the.estimated cost (and the 
estimates are liberal) will be made to 
fall below seventy millions of dollars. 

Twenty-two of the twenty-eight miles 
of this line lie through an almost level 
plane, with a gentle rise, where an oc- 
casional lock—nine in all—will be re- 
quired to keep the cutting neur the sur- 
tace. Within the remaining six miles lie 
all the engineering ditticulties—it diffi- 
culties they may be called—of tke 
enterprise. The only obstacle, then, 
which lies in the way of shortening the 

_ paths of commerce between ali parts of 
the world by many thousands of miles 
is what? Six miles of rock. How 
Jong, in this nineteenth century, this age 

olf steam and of stupendous enterprises 
that dazzle the imagination and chal- 

’ Jenge the admiration of the world, shall 
the nations of the earth suffer long de- 
tentions in communicating with each 

‘ other by circuitous routes while so 

_. insignificant a barrier lies in the way of 
a safe, speedy and dircct pathway. Let 
the United States look to it that the 
rich prize now within their reach does 
not slip from their grasp, for already 
other nations are moving in this direc- 
tion. 

A Peruvian commission for the exam- 
ination of this question arrived in 
Panama and sailed tor Chiri-Chiri with 
the intention of co-operrating with 
Captain Selfridge on the very day that 
his expedition concluded their labors. 
It is understood that the;government of 
Peru bas announced its intention ot un- 
dertaking the construction of a canal,a 
line can be found by which the estima- 
ted cost will not exceed seventy million 
dollars. The line Dy the way of Napipi 
and Dognado, as we have shown, ful- 
fills these conditions. The canal, then, 
will undoubtedly be built. The ques- 
tion is, shall the United States build 
and control it, or sball we allow it and 
the commanding position it will confer 

to pass into other hands.
